different  farm  families  there. 

The  progress  being  made  in 
Israel  is  excellent,  she  said. 
Farm  families,  whether  they 
live  in  a  socialistic  kibutz,  a  co- 
operative,  or  a  combination  of 
these  two  systems,  have  mod¬ 
ern  equipment,  are  progres¬ 
sive  and  friendly,  work  hard, 
and  have  made  their  country  a 
veritable  garden  of  productiv¬ 
ity. 

Hcaltliwisc,  Israeli  facilities 
are  quite  modern.

Miss  Hunsicker  lived  ns 
a  incmher  of  each  of  her 
five  host  families.

The  MSC  alumna  found  the 
frank,  casual  way  of  Israeli 
life  pleasant,  was  surprised  at 
the  knowledge  all  youth  have 
of  their  country’s  history  and 
the  Bible,  and  found  in=,ijiration 
in  her  visits  to  places  where 
Jesus  walked,  suffered,  and 
taught. 

Judaism,  she  learned,  is  not 
a  religion  but  a  way  of  life, 
with  some  of  the  youth  being 
agnostic  or  atheistic.

English  Proficiency 
Test  Plan  Explained 

Many  questions  have  arisen 
about  the  test  taken  before 
Christmas  vacation  by  students 
pointed  out  as  deficient  in  Eng¬ 
lish. 

Although  the  plan  was  insti¬ 
tuted  last  spring  to  enable  in¬ 
structors  to  report  at  mid¬ 
semester  any  student  they  be¬ 
lieve  needs  additional  English 
training,  many  students  arc 
still  confused  about  the  true 
purpose  of  tlic  program. 

In  previous  years  every 
sophomore  had  to  pass  a  pro¬ 
ficiency  examination.  This  plan 
has  been  replaced  by  the  cur¬ 
rent  program  of  requiring  a 
student  to  pass  both  a  written 
and  a  standardized  test  if  re¬ 
ported  by  any  MSC  faculty 
member. 

If  the  student  is  already  en¬ 
rolled  in  a  composition  course, 
he  does  not  have  to  take  this 
special  lest;  however,  he  must 
maintain  a  “C”  in  that  course. 
If  he  is  not  in  this  type  of 
class  and  fails  the  test,  he  must 
enroll  in  English  15  or  another 
English  composition  course. 

Students  will '  be  notified  of 
the  results  before  the  beginning 
of  the  spring  semester.

Parents  have  high  e-xpectations  of  tilleir  college  youth. 

The  college  student  has  high  hopes  and  outreaching  goals. 
With  these  ideal  patterns  to  follow  and  his  own  life  to  lead, 
llic  undergraduate  must  plan  his  course  to  meet  his  needs. 
The  question  arises — Wliat  are  those  needs? 

They  could  range  from  just  getting  by  to  wasting  time 
and  occasionally  cramming  for  an  c.vaniination  to  work¬ 
ing  hard  in  activities,  as  well  as  in  one’s  chosen  field. 
The  would-be  well-rounded  college  graduate  will  choose 
activities  to  correspond  to  his  interests  and  academic  en¬ 
deavors.  The  advantages  of  taking  an  active  part  in  college 
organizations  arc  many.  The  student  benefits  by  having  new 
experiences  and  meeting  new  people  with  different  back¬ 
grounds.  Equally  important  is  the  fact  that  the  activity- 
minded  ijerson  is  spending  his  leisure  time  constructively 
in  the  interest  of  his  school,  his  friends,  and  most  im¬ 
portant,  himself. 

The  common  excuse,  “my  grades  will  suffer,”  for  not 
being  associated  with  a  fraternity,  an  educational  group, 
a  departmental  organization,  or  campus  governinent 
is  a  poor  one.  Only  by  being  involved  in  college  activi¬ 
ties,  docs  the  student  reap  the  best  advantages  from 
his  college  years. 

Alfcltough  good  grades  arc  essential  to  stay  in  school 
and  then  find  a  prestige  job,  participation  in  college  activi¬ 
ties  is  just  as  important  in  helping  an  individual  get  along 
in  that  job.  Is  there  great  harm  in  sacrificing  an  A  for  a  B 
if  the  student  is  receiving  worth-while  experiences  and 
broadening  his  background  for  a  better  post-graduate  life? 

Is  it  not  time  that  the  expectations  of  parents  and  the 
goals  of  students  may  be  nearly  fulfilled  when  that  in¬ 
dividual  lias  realized  his  position  in  relationship  to  college 
activities?

“It  was  the  best  of  times;  it  was  the  worst 
of  times.”  Using  these  paradoxical  words, 
Charles  Dicksen  described  tlie  germination 
period  of  the  French  Revolution.  We  use  them 
to  describe  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1965. 

“It  was  the  best  of  times”  when  Congress 
offered  the  helping  hand  of  medicare  to  the 
aged,  when  the  second  Vatican  Council  con¬ 
cluded  its  impressive  session,  when  the 
Minnesota  Twins  won  the  American  League 
pennant  (to  some  people,  at  least),  when  tlie 
American  economy  rolled  on  to  new  highs  and 
unemployment  dipped  to  new  lows,  when  the 
shredded  country  of  Viet  Nam  observed  a 
Christmas  truce. 

“It  was  the  worst  of  times”  when  the 
Vietnamese  war  underwent  escalation, 
when  civil  rights  assassinations  and  riots  in 
Watts  blemished  the  national  image,  when 
the  British  Commonwealth  and  southern 
Africa  rocked  with  Rhodesia’s  proclamation 
of  independence. 

Memories  are  made  not  only  in  those  won¬ 
derful  seconds,  but  also  lihroughout  the 
years.  It  seems  that  the  good  lasts  but  a 
split  second  of  happiness;  the  bad  lingers  on 
and  on.  The  joy  of  receiving  a  lavalier  or 
pin  or  of  pounding  Rolla  in  the  Homecoming 
game  is  one  that  people  would  like  to  stretch 
but  cannot.  The  black  memory  of  the  grow¬ 
ing  Vietnamese  war  or  of  a  burning  apart¬ 
ment  the  week  before  Christmas  is  one  that 
we  would  like  to  forget  as  soon  as  possible 
but  cannot.
